WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford left today on his first trip to 
Europe since becoming chief executive 
with a reaffirmation of support for the 
North Atlantic alliance and a pledge to 
work 
with 
America’s 
allies 
“ to 
safeguard our vital interests.“ 
In a brief ceremony at Andrews Air 
Force Base, Md. before leaving on his 
six-day, four-nation trip, Ford pledged 
the 
United States’ 
cooperation 
in 
reducing the chances of conflict and 
promoting the wellbeing of all peoples. 
“ This trip to Europe has great 
significance for all Americans,” Ford 
U.S. pledges 
aid to help 
feed world 


PARIS (U PI) — President Ford has 
pledged American aid in creating a $1 
billion-dollar-a-year farm fund to help 
feed the world for the rest of the 20th 
Century, Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said today. 
“The global problems in food are a 
central moral and political challenge,’’ 
Kissinger 
told 
the 
24-nation 
Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development. “ A world order in 
which tens of millions starve and 
millions more are undernourished will 
never be accepted as just. ’’ 
“ Unless we act now, the world may 
face 
a 
series 
of 
increasingly 
unmanageable food crises over the next 
quarter century,” Kissinger said. He 
hailed a proposal by oil-producing 
nations to create a fund to finance food 
production 
in 
poorer, 
developing 
countries. 
“ President Ford has asked me to 
announce that the United States will 
participate in the creation of such a 
fund. We believe its resources should 
total at least $1 billion a year,” he said. 
U.S. 
diplomats 
said 
Kissinger’s 
speech today and his Tuesday address to 
the 
18-nation 
International 
Energy 
Agency formed an outline of America’s 
current foreign economic policy. 


Diplomatic 
storm over 
kidnaping 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (U P I) - 
A diplomatic storm flared up today 
among the United States, Tanzania and 
Zaire over efforts to save the lives of 
two American students and a Dutch girl 
kidnaped by left-wing guerrillas. 
American officials said Tanzania was 
“ too hasty” 
in rejecting guerrilla 
demands for the release of the three 
hostages and that Zaire had offered 
virtually no cooperation in trying to 
secure their release. 
The students were kidnaped 10 days 
ago by Marxist opponents to President 
Mobutu Sese Seko of neighboring Zaire 
and taken to a remote jungle village in 
the eastern part of that country. 
“ Our diplomats can’t see Zaire 
officials they want, to see,’’ a U.S. 
official said. "President Mobutu Sese 
Seko doesn’t want to admit that the 
guerrillas exist.” 
The official added: “ With a 60-day 
deadline, we feel Tanzania was too quick 
to close the door on ransom demands." 
The guerrillas had asked $500,000 and 
release of two of their men held in 
Tanzanian prisons. 
The students held are Carrie Jane 
Hunter, 21, of Atherton, C alif, Kenneth 
Smith, 22, of Garden Grove, Calif., and 
Emilie Bergman, a Dutch citizen. 
Tanzania issued a statement through 
the government-controlled newspaper, 
the Daily News, saying it "categorically 
rejects any responsibility for their 
release, or whatever happens to them.” 
"We would further like all concerned 
to accept this unambiguous statement as 
our firm position,” the front page 
editorial said. “ For anyone to lay 
responsibility 
for 
the 
release 
or 
otherwise on Tanzania is to stretch the 
imagination too far. 
“ The abductors were not Tanzanian. 
Their nationality is known and their 
hideout is beyond our borders. 
U.S. Ambassador W. Beverly Carter 
indirectly criticized Tanzanian rejection 
of the ransom demands, saying, "all 
doors should be left open" in trying to 
obtain the students’ release. 


said. "We live in an inter-related world 
in which domestic problems — including 
the issues of energy and the economy 
—are linked to our relations with other 
nations.” 
Ford’s first stop on his 11,000 mile trip 
was a summit meeting of the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
in 
Brussels. He also travels to Spain, 
Austria and Italy to meet with those 
countries' leaders. 
One of the most important meetings 
during the trip will be with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in Salzburg, 
Austria early next week The meeting 
—described by Ford as having the goal 
of "achieving a just peace in the Middle 
East” —is expected to play a key role in 
the President’s announced reassessment 
of U.S. policy in that area. 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
saw Ford and his wife Betty off on their 
trip. 
The President’s daughter, Susan, 
hugged her parents before they entered 
Air Force One for takeoff. Miss Ford, 
who has been studying photography, had 
several cameras slung over her shoulder 
and took pictures of the departure. 
Saying that the "United States seeks 
international 
cooperation 
—not 
confrontation,” Ford used his brief 
departure remarks to stress the United 
States' role in NATO, saying: 
“ 1 want to reaffirm at this time —and 
will do so again in Brussels —the United 
States’ commitment 
to the North 
Atlantic Treaty, which is vital to 
American security and wellbeing ...” 
Sadat tells of 
huge Russian 
weapons deal 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Russia and 
Libya have secretly made the biggest 
weapons deal in the history of the 
Middle East, with the Soviet Union 
agreeing to supply $12 billion worth of 
"the most sophisticated arms one can 
imagine,” according to Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat. 
The agreement could give the Soviets 
a military presence on the southern 
shore of the Mediterranean for 50 years, 
Sadat told the Los Angeles Times. 
In a lengthy interview published in the 
Times today, Sadat also complained that 
it is difficult to deal with the United 
States because the government does not 
speak with one voice, with the White 
House following one foreign policy and 
Congress another. But he called on the 
United States not to "go on sticking your 
head in the sand” in post-Vietnam 
isolationism, and to take a superpower 
role in bringing peace to the Middle East 
by pressuring Israel. 
The Libyan regime of Col. Moammar 
Khadafy and Moscow both denied 
earlier reports in Egyptian newspapers 
of a secret $4 billion arms deal, calling 
them exaggerated. Sadat, the Times 
said, stated that far from being exag­ 
gerated, the actual agreement was three 
times bigger than had been reported. 
"The whole deal is for the most 
sophisticated arms one can imagine,” 
the Times quoted Sadat as saying. It 
provides Libya with "tanks and aircraft 
of the latest style,” he said. "The 
Russians have never given me or Syria 
such sophisticated arms.” 


NATO warships 
slip into Lisbon 


LISBON

- 
Eight 
NATO 
warships slipped into Lisbon without 
incident today but their arrival provoked 
a Communist splinter group to charge 
they represented a “ threat of invasion’’ 
and to call an anti-Atlantic alliance 
rally. 
The NATO presence came as the 
Socialist party ended for the time being 
its boycott of Portugal's Communist- 
backed government to attend a vital 
meeting on the future of Angola and 
Communist workers seized control of a 
Roman Catholic radio station. 
"The NATO squadron presents a 
danger, a maneuver of intimidation and 
a real threat of invasion in our countrf," 
the Popular Democratic Union, a small 
but active Trotskyite group, said in 
flyers 
calling 
its 
members 
and 
supporters to an evening rally. 
"We don’t want to be a football kicked 
around by the two superpowers,” it said, 
repeating its opposition to continued 
membership in die Atlantic Alliance by 
Portugal’s revolutionary Armed Forces

Building last night as Lompoc Unified 
School District trustees began their first 
nighttime meeting. 
An estimated 100 persons tried to 
crowd into the conference room at one 
time, during the three-hour meeting 
Some drifted away after standing in 
entrance ways for more than an hour. 
The large audience began to gather 
shortly after 6:30 p.m., when teachers 
fielded a picket line in front of the 
building in a dispute over salaries. 
Officials of Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers, LFT, and Lompoc Education 
Association, 
LEA , 
made 
brief 
presentations on salary negotiations at 
the beginning of the meeting. 
The teacher organization officials 
reaffirmed their opposition to the school 
board’s offer of six per cent increases in 
salary and fringe benefits and echoed 
their previous claim that the board 
could grant as much as eight per cent 
without a tax increase. 
The LEA statement declared: "The 
district can clear the projected deficit 
and provide teachers with an eight per 
cent salary increase and still have a 
surplus of $1.5 million at the end of next 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The chief 
administrative law judge of the Postal 
Rate Commission today recommended 
that the price of a first class stamp be 
reduced to 8-Va cents for letters and a 
nickel for post cards. 


Seymour Wenner, the commission 
judge, also recommended substantial 
increases for second, third and fourth 
class mail and for parcel post. 


The present rates of 10 cents for 
letters and eight cents for post cards, 
which went into effect in March, 1974, 
provide an unauthorized subsidy of more 
than $700 million to other classes of 
mail, Wenner said. 


"The Postal Service has become a tax- 
collecting agency, collecting money 
from first class mailers to distribute to 
other favored classes," Wenner said. 


“ Every time a person pays 10 cents to 
mail 
a 
first 
class 
letter 
he 
is 
contributing almost two cents to pay the 
cost of other services. ” 


Wenner recommended the changes 
after holding hearings on rate increases 
sought by the Postal Service. 
A 
The increases put into effect 14 
months ago were on a temporary basis 
pending a final decision of the Postal 
Services' board of governors. 


The Postal Rate Commission will 
consider Wenner’s initial decision and 
then submit its own recommendations to 
the board of governors 


The Postal Service did not seek any 


year with no increase in local taxes. 
The board has until early August to wrap 
up its budget considerations. 
Norman 
Larson, 
LFT 
president, 
appealed for board and public support 
for SB 220 legislation that he said would 
bring the district an additional $31 in 
ADA funds. 
One of the most hotly contested 
questions came near the end of the 
meeting. 
Gerald Niesen presented a petition 
with the signatures of parents and 
others opposing a plan by Paul Comer, 
principal of Clarence Ruth School to 
arrange all the school’s classrooms in 
the fall with more than one grade level. 
Niesen said the petition contained 483 
signatures. He told the board that the 
combination classes were harmful to the 
educational process and that a majority 
of those at a recent PTA meeting had 
voted for a motion criticizing the system 
and appealing for a reversal of Comer’s 
plan.

was challenged 
by Charlene 
Cartwright, who said she was the 
immediate past president of the PTA 
chapter, and Mrs. Pete Pohlhammer, 
who said she was the school’s new PTA 
president. 
Comer 
and his plan gained initial 
support from the board.

— Heard a lengthy presentation on a 
proposed soccer program by Ed Kranz 
and agreed to study the proposal. 
— Approved revisions to a county 
master plan for special education that 
shows the county will get $5.3 million in 
state aid monies 


In other recommendations, Wenner 
proposed increasing parcel post rates 57 
per cent over their present levels and 
boost the rates for third class bulk mail 
by 7 percent. 
The Postal Service has been losing 
money for years, both as a federal and a 
semi-private business. 


The Postal Service is expected to lose 
more than $820 million in the current 
fiscal year, which ends June 30, a 
spokesman said. 
He said surveys show a one cent drop 
in first class postal rates would mean a 
decrease of $62> million in revenue, 
meaning 
the 
proposed 
cut 
would 
decrease revenues by about $1 billion 
But the increases in other rates would 
more than make up the loss. 
Wenner based his recommendations 
on a finding that the Postal Service used 
faulty "costing methodology and theo­ 
ries" 
in 
its 
application 
for 
the 
temporary rates now in effect and for its 
later application for additional changes 
in other classes of mail. 
Wenner said that in doing so the Postal 
Service failed to carry out directives the 
U.S. Court of AppeaJs issued after its 
review of an earlier rate case He said 
the court held that rates in that case did 
not properly reflect the service costs 
that should be attributed to each of the 
various classes of mail. 
The Postal Service Jias set a deadline 
of 20 days from now for filing of briefs in 
the current case and another 10 days for 
filing reply briefs. The Commission will 
hear oral arguments on July 7 


County voters by a 1.2 per cent margin 
yesterday gave Exxon Corp. the green 
light to construct a $36 million oU and 
gas processing facility in Las Flores 
Canyon, 20 miles west of Santa Barbara. 
With a county wide voter turnout of 
approximately 64.3 per cent, the final 
tally was 35,525 in favor of the Exxon 
plant and 34,690 opposed, including 
absentee ballots. 
The largest margin in favor of the 
plant was achieved in Santa Maria, 
which turned in almost a 9-1 pro-Exxon 
vote Some 9,115 voters in that city 
supported the project while only 1,352 
voted against it. 
In Lompoc, the tally was 3,896 yes and 
1,393 no, amounting to an almost 3-1 
margin in favor of the oil development 
proposal. 
The South Coast was not as heavily 
against the oil plant proposal as many 
had 
predicted, 
though 
the 
eight 
precincts comprising Isla Vista and 
UCSB staked out a 5,000 vote plurality 
against Exxon with 5,173 no and 222 yes, 
the official count out of 8,400 registered 
voters. 
The vote in the Santa Barbara city 
area was approximately 2-1 against the 
oil company plan, but Carpinteria’s two 
precincts favored it 419 yes to 216 no and 
490 yes to 317 no. 
With Proposition A, 
the oil plant 
measure, trailing as the ballots were 
counted and reported, the Santa Ynez 
area results came in and turned the 
election around in favor of Exxon in the 
last three minutes 
The anti-Exxon vote clung to a slum 
plurality of 48 votes at 12:35 p.m. with 
136 precincts counted out of 150. At 
12:48, the satchels with ballots from 
Santa Ynez were hefted into the vote 
counting area. When this was added up, 
Exxon had won going away. The Santa 
Ynez Valley vote of eight precincts gave 
the oil plant proposal a 1,000 vote 
plurality by a margin of 1,635 yes to 628 
no. The antiplant vote in the county’s 
southern districts couldn’t overcome 
that margin. 
All five school district tax measures 
on the county ballot elsewhere than 
Lompoc lost. Losing tax proposals were 
the Santa Maria Elementary School 
District, the Santa Ynez Valley Union 
High Sqhool District, the Santa Barbara 
High School District, the Santa Barbara 
Elementary School District and the Cold 
Springs School District. 
The three registered voters on the 
Channel Islands of Santa Barbara and 
Santa Cruz voted to annex themselves 
and their expensive private islands 
property to the Allan Hancock Junior 
College District in the election rather 
than to the Santa Barbara Community 
College District or to no district at all. 
Required by state law to belong to a 
junior college district, Channel Island 
landowners chose the district with the 
cheaper tax The choice will mean a shot 
of $6,000 m property tax assessments to 
the Hancock district treasury, though 
there are no children or recent high 
school graduates on any of the islands. 
Had the trio voted not to belong to any 
district, a state panel would have put 
them into one, perhaps with a higher tax 
than Hancock’s. 
'Exxon officials said that they plan to 
apply today to the state Regional 
Coastal Commission for a permit for 
pipelines 
to cross state 
tidelands 
between the now approved Las Flores 
Canyon plant and the oil firm's planned 
drilling platforms m the Santa Ynez 
federal oil lease unit beyond the state's 
three-mile limit. 
Company spokesmen estimated that it 
will take until September to get a final 
decision from the coasu.1 panel on the 
canyon oil facility, including time for 
hearings 
and 
possible 
appeals. 
Construction of the plant will probably 
not begin until early fall, they said. 
Frank Sargius, president of Get Oil 
Out (GOO), pointed to Exxon's heavy 
campaign 
spending 
and 
a 
misunderstanding among south county 
voters as causes for his reversal 
"Most of the people who voted yes on 
the Exxon plant voted yes to stop 
offshore drilling,” said the attorney. 
liargius said 
that his group, 
if 
victorious, was going to file suit in a 
federal court today against the offshore 
alternate oil plant Exxon said it could 
use to develop the Santa Ynez Unit if 
permission for the canyon facility were 
withheld

The university is visualizing 
1,300 additional housing units 
for 
students in the coming 
year, it was said Francisco 
Torres Towers — formerly 
programmed 
as 
convention 
center and housing for the 
elderly — is now to be open for 
student 
housing 
again, 
the 
supervisors heard. These units 
will be priced at the same level 
as campus residential hall 
units, it was learned. 


A reduction of 16 per cent in 
university water use has been 
achieved in the past year or so, 
supervisors were informed. 
UCSB is now engaged in 
trying to limit growth of some 
of the academic groups, with 
maximum enrollment seen at 
14,700 through the 1980’s, a 
spokesman said. It is now 
budgeted at 13,849

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Malpractice bill approved 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) 
- 
Medical malpractice insurance 
legislation aimed at ending the 
nearly 
month-old 
doctors’ 
strike has won overwhelming 
passage from the Assembly. 
The bill (AB928), authored by 
the 
leg islatu re’s 
only 
physician, 
Assemblyman 
Robert McLennan, R*Downey, 
was sent to the Senate Tuesday 
on a 63-3 vote. It is supported by 
the 
C alifornia 
M edical 
Association and opposed by the 
insurance industry. 
The measure would roll back 
malpractice inmirance rates to 
not more than 50 per cent above 
what they were on Jan. 1, 
before insurance companies 
announced 400 per cent rate 
increases on scmie malpractice 
policies. 
It wcHild set up "pools” of aU 
liability insurance carriers to 
provide malpractice policies in 
areas where they are not 
available or are prohibitive 
because of their high cost. 
Supporters said the bill would 
act as a stop-gap device to 
allow 
doctors 
to 
obtain 
relatively low-cost insurance 
while the legislature works on 
long-range reforms. 'The bill 
would have an impact on 
insurance rates for only seven 
months. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
already has signed a rival 
measure, opposed by the 25,000- 
member CMA. ’The measure by 
Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, 
also would set up "pools” of 
insurance companies but would 
confront doctors with a large 
"balloon” payment in Decem­ 
ber for future malpractice 
claims.

Eisenhower, chairman of the 
President’s Advisory Commit­ 
tee on Refugees, Obledo said; 
“ A m erica’s 
655,000 
unemployed Vietnam veterans 
should not be forced to compete 
with refugees for scarce jobs.” 
Obledo also charged SUte 
Department’s sponsorship pro­ 
gram will "eventually result in 
the 
majority of 
refugees 
receiving welfare assisUnce.” 
A department spokesman 
said it was not known how 
many of refugees were em­ 
ployable, but that few inter­ 
viewed had skills presently in 
demand. 
Obledo said interviews with 
1,138 refugees indicated one per 
cent of refugee children speak 
even limited English and few 
refugees have subsUntial as­ 
sets (97 per cent had fewer than 
$4,000). 


Meantime, Robert Carleson, 
the federal commissioner of 
welfare 
and 
former 
sUte 
director of social welfare in the 
Reagan administration, criti­ 
cized Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. and Obledo for failing to 
welcome the refugees. 


Carleson said on the basis of 
news 
reports he 
read 
in 
Washington that Obledo was 
sowing fears that welfare rolls 
would be expanded by unem­ 
ployed Vietnamese. 
Carleson conceded he did not 
know how many refugees would 
settle permanently m Califor­ 
nia, 
but said 
there were 
"probably more people on 
California welfare rolls now 
who are ineligible and could be 
removed than are the entire 
number of refugees who could 
ever possibly be expected to 
locate in California.” 


He said in California "there 
are probably over 60,000 per­ 
sons who are ineligible for Aid

Hospital losses mount over strike 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - The 
doctors’ strike had reached a 
third 
of 
the hospitals 
in 
Southern California today, cost­ 
ing the hospitals $1.1 million a 
day in lost surgery fees and 
22,000 hospital workers their 
jobs. 
The 
Hospital Council of 
Southern California said the 
strike by anesthesiologists had 
halted 
all 
but 
emergency 
surgery in 111 hospitals in six 
counties 
—Los 
Angeles, 
Orange, 
Riverside, 
San 
Bernardino, Ventura and Santa 
Barbara. Three hospitals were 
affected in San Diego county. 
The 
number 
of 
hospital 
employes laid off because of 
the strike doubled Tuesday as 
the walkout spread to the San 
Fernando Valley and several 
coastal cities, the council said. 
In the San Francisco Bay 
area, where the strike began 28 


days 
ago 
before spreading 
southwarà last week, more 
than 80 hospitals were affected 
by the walkout. More than half 
the 8,500 hospitals workers 
were laid off and others were 
put on reduced hours and pay. 
Northern hospitals reported 
losing $300,000 a day. 
"A long term slowdown will 
mean a financial btow from 
which hospitals may require 
years to recover,” said the 
Southern California Hospital 
council’s executive director, 
John Brewer.

But Dr. Philip McFarland, 
president of the Orange County 
Medical Society, said he thinks 
the physicians should return to 
work and give the legislators a 
chance to solve the problem. 
"Doctors have done what they 
can,” he said.

High potency 
vitamins to 
be 'foods' 


WASHINGTON (U PIi - In

Congress and consumers, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has abandoned its long effort to 
classify high-potency vitamins 
as drugs Instead, most will be 
classified as foods 
The FDA Tuesday published 
revised regulations affecting 
the “ supervitamins' and min­ 
erals —those with 150 per cent 
or more of the minimum daily 
requirement. 
The agency had contended 
since January, 1973, that such 
large dosages could be danger­ 
ous 
and 
were 
sometimes 
promoted by quacks as cure- 
alls 
The drug classification would 
not automatically have put 
such vitamins on a prescription 
basis, but it would have placed 
them in a category where they 
would have been subject to 
review for safety and effective­ 
ness and where they could have 
been 
listed 
as prescription 
products 
if the agency so 
decided 
Under the new regulations, 
supervitam ins 
w ill 
be 
classified and regulated as 
food, 
not 
as drugs 
High- 
potency doses of vitamins A 
and D, which previously had 
been ruled potentially toxic, 
will continue to be regulated as 
prescription drugs. 
The FDA also dropped an 
earlier proposal that would 
have limited the potency of 
dietary supplements to 150 per 
cent of the recommended daily 
allowance of a single vitamin 
or mineral.

Edmund G. Brown J r ’s $11.3 
billion ‘no nonsense” budget 
arrived on the floors of the 
Assembly and Senate today, 
with one carrying an additional 
$151 
million 
for 
“ pressing 
human needs ” 
The 
Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee approved 12- 
5 a record $11.5 billion state 
budget Tuesday, which was 


$151 million more than Brown 
requested for the 1975-76 fiscal 
year 
Two hours later the Senate 
Finance Committee endorsed 
its 
budget 
bill 
10-0, 
but 
members were unable to come 
up with a spending total. 
The measures were sent to 
the floors of both houses, but 
the final legislative budget 
version will come from an 
Assembly-Senate 
conference 


committee. It has to be on the 
governor’s desk by June 15. 
Most of the $151 million 
added by Assembly budget 
writers 
was 
funneled 
into 
programs 
for 
the 
elderly, 
handicapped, and education for 
the young. 
“ In conclusion this is a tight 
budget,” said Assemblyman 
John Foran, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee 
“ The Assembly augmentations 
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have been added to meet only 
the 
most 
pressing 
human 
needs ” 
Edwin Beach, a top aide in 
Brown’s finance department, 
said he had “ absolutely no 
idea” of the size of the budget 
approved by the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee 
Brown, who has the final say 
on the budget because of his 
power to veto spending items, 
has himself added $106 million 
since he first proposed the 
spending measure in January. 
The Senate committee voted 
to spend $77 million in state 
funds 
for higher education 
construction over Brown’s ob­ 
jections. Beach noted that this 
would reduce the state’s an­ 
ticipated surplus from $349 
million to $272 million. 
“ The surplus is going to be a 
deficit if we re not careful," 
warned Sen. Albert Rodda, D- 
Sacramento 
The 
Assembly 
committee 
figured its additional spending 
still 
left 
“ a net prudent” 
surplus of $240 2 million. Brown 
has projected a $349 million 
surplus at the end of the 
coming fiscal year. 
Bill Stall, 
Brown's press 
aide, said the governor would 
study the proposals, keeping in 
mind the need for a “ prudent” 
surplus for "uncertain econom­ 
ic times.” 
The Assembly committee, in 
announcing the increase, also 
said it had reduced by $61.2 
million the amount of state 
money 
going 
to 
adult 
education. 
The 
cuts 
were 
achieved by clamping a lid on 
the 
enrollment 
in 
adult 
education classes in public high 
schools 
and 
community 
colleges. 
It also scuttled a Brown 
proposal for a $90 a month 
across-the-board pay increase 
for state employes in favor of 
its plan for an average 8 5 per 
cent increase, with a $400 a 
year bonus for low-paid state 
workers. 
The Senate committee re­ 
duced Medi-Cal appropriations 
by 
$22 million 
and 
added 
$524,593 for an 8.5 per cent pay 
increase for Senate employes. 


Other significant Assembly 
increases included: 
—$65.2 million for a 9 per 
cent cost-of-living increase for 
the state’s 625,000 blind, aged, 
and disabled receiving state 
assistance. 
—$15.8 million for increased 
state aid to local mental health 
services. 
—$12.3 million for bilingual 
education programs, tripling 
the state’s effort to help foreign 
language-speaking school chil­ 
dren.

31 women 
killed in 
bus crash 


D I B B L E ’S 
B R ID G E , 
England (IJP Ii — “ It was 
awful.” Richard Wallace said 
“ A terrible mess The roof was 
squashed down so much you 
couldn't get inside 
The Yorkshire farmer wit­ 
nessed the worst road disaster 
in British history —the crash of 
a busload of women sightseers 
in the scenic coastal coun­ 
tryside 
The bus smashed through a 
stone 
parapet 
on 
Dibble’s 
Bridge Tuesday and plunged 25 
feet to a field below, killing the 
male driver and 31 women 
passengers. 
A fleet of ambulances rushed 
the 14 surviving passengers to 
nearby Airedale Hospital but 
doctors said many had severe 
injuries and were not expected 
to live. 
Authorities said no other 
vehicle was involved in the 
accident, which took place 
exactly 50 years after a similar 
crash claimed nine lives. 
Witnesses 
said 
the 
bus 
flipped over and landed on a 
field beside the Dibble River, 
throwing out two of the women 
but trapping the rest inside the 
wreckage. Some were stuck in 
broken windows. 
Firemen used acetylene cut­ 
ters to slice through the twisted 
metal and extricate the dead 
and injured from the wreckage. 
Lincoln Seligman, who wit­ 
nessed the crash from his

Creditors worrying 
over computer work 


WASHINGTON

- 
Some creditors say they will be 
forced to spend millions of 
dollars reprogramming their 
computers unless the govern­ 
ment 
alters 
its 
proposed 
regulations b a n n i n g credit 
discrimination 
by 
sex 
or 
marital status. 


They are making the com­ 
plaint to the Federal Reserve 
Board, which today convenes 
hearings on regulations to be 
imposed Oct. 28 that generally 
would provide women better 
access to credit by limiting 
what creditors can ask about an 
applicant’s 
marital 
status, 
spouse’s income or method of 
birth control. 


Several 
women’s 
groups 
were expected to argue that 
some 
of 
the 
proposed 
provisions are not strict enough 
to 
prohibit 
creditors 
from 
penalizing some applicants or 
giving preference to others on 
the basis of sex or marital 
status. 
Two of the scheduled witnes­ 
ses, H R Lively, director of 
public affairs for Sears Ro­ 
ebuck and Co., and Kenneth 
Larkin, senior vice president 
for Bank of America, indicated 
prior to the hearing they both 
would object to one major 
provision in the regulations. 
At issue was a requirement 
that by Oct. 28, 1976, all credit 
accounts 
used 
by 
both 
a 
husband and wife must be 
listed in both names. Framers 
of that section said it was 
designed to establish a credit 
history for wives or husbands 
who have no income of their 
own. 


But a Sears spokesman said 
Lively would tell the board that 
the cost of reprogramming 
Sears' computers to conform to 
that provision would reach into 
the “ millions of dollars.” 


Larkin, who was to testify on 
behalf 
of 
the 
American 
Bankers Association, figured 
that his bank would be required 
to spend an “ astronomical” 
sum 
to make 
the change, 
according 
to 
an 
ABA 
spokesman 


Larkin’s prepared remarks 
asked the board to alter the 
regulation to require the names 
of both the husband and wife 
only on new accounts, unless a 
couple with an existing account 
specifically 
requested 
the 
change. 
The women’s groups were 
not expected to oppose that 
change. Susan Onaitis, credit 
expert 
for 
the 
National 
Organization for Women, said 
her group agreed the provision 
made “ a rather unreasonable 
request.” 
“ Were not hoping to put 
creditors out of business,” she 
said. “ They would have to 
change millions and millions of 
accounts and I don’t know how 
they could do that.” 
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Alameda County District At­ 
torney Lowell Jensen said in a 
seven-hour closing argument 
that 
Foster’s cyanide-bullet 
murder was planned 
in a 
Concord home used by mem­ 
bers of the terrorist group He 
said the two reputed SLA 
“ soldiers" on trial at least 
participated in a conspiracy to 
kill the popular black educator. 
“ The murder of Dr. Foster 
was profoundly evil and discon­ 
certing in nature,” Jensen said. 
Little, 25, and Remiro, 28. 
are 
charged 
with 
Foster’s 
death 
and 
the 
attempted 
m urder 
of 
D eputy 
Superintendent 
Robert 
Blackburn during a Nov. 6,1973 
ambush outside the headquar­ 
ters of the Oakland Unified 
School District. 
Jensen told the eight-woman, 
four-man jury he could not 
prove either defendant actually 
shot Foster during the night­ 
time ambush 
But he said 
documents taken 
from 
the 
Concord home tied Little and 
Remiro to the SLA and the 
terrorist group to Foster’s 
slaying. 
“ If you are a conspirator and 
the result of that conspiracy is 
a murder then you are a 
murderer,” he declared. 
“ As sure as Marcus Foster 
died in Oakland, that house 
stands for his death.” He also 
produced a .380 Walther pistol 
taken 
from 
Remiro 
the 
morning he was arrested 


“ It is this specific weapon, 
serial number 44835A, that is in 
fact the pistol that killed Dr. 
Foster,” Jensen said.

Beef margins 
narrow sharply 
Instant refugee city being built 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Su­ 
permarket margins on beef 
narrowed sharply last month 
and returned nearly to levels 
recorded during the closing 
months 
of 
federal 
price 
controls two years ago, an 
Agriculture Department report 
shows. 
According to the report, 
consumers paid almost $1.34 a 
pound in April for all cuts of 
choice grade beef, up 6.9 cents 
from March But the increase, 
due primarily to a sharp gain in 
live cattle prices, would have 
been far wider if middlemen 
had not reduced their share of 
the consumer beef dollar. 
Agriculture food economists 
said the farm-to-retail price 
spread for choice grade beef 
fell from 51.3 cents a pound in 
March to 44 cents in April. 
Farmer returns for the amount 
of live cattle needed to equal 
each retail pound of beef 
jumped from 75.7 cents in 
March to 89.9 cents in April. 
The 
big 
swing 
in 
the 
marketing chain last month 
came in what statisticians 
term 
the 
“ carcass-retail” 
margin, which traces changes 
in 
the 
spread 
between 


wholesale whole-carcass prices 
and retail prices for individual 
cuts 
at 
the 
supermarket 
counter. 
The carcass-retail spread, 
according to records, was 32.4 
cents a pound in August, 1973, 
just before the Nixon adminis­ 
tration lifted price control 
regulations 
on 
meat. 
In 
September, 1973, the margin 
rose to 44.7 cents and averaged 
near that level until a slow 
decline began early this year. 
By March, the spread had 
fallen to 40.7 cents a pound. 
New figures show it dropped in 
April to 32.7 cents, the lowest 
since August of 1973. 
The agriculture report for 
April showed that consumers — 
despite the price rise reported 
for the month —were still 
paying 1.8 per cent less for beef 
than a year earlier. Farmers 
were getting 6.8 per cent more 
than the depressed live animal 
prices of a year earlier, and the 
marketing spread was 15.7 per 
cent narrower. A breakdown of 
the spread showed packing 
house margins 46 per cent 
wider than a year earlier, but 
supermarket margins down 21 
per cent.

Antonio Orendain, Texas or­ 
ganizer for the union headed by 
Cesar Chavez of California, 
promised more demonstrations 
along the border, at packing 
sheds and at farms where the 
UFW members the past week 
have been using bullhorns to 
shout “ huelga” 
(strike) at 
nonunion workers toiling in the 
fields. 
Tuesday’s efforts began at 
4:30 a.m. at the bridge from 
Reynosa, Mexico, with 500 
demonstrators rallying in the 
U.S. Customs parking lot. They 
later jeered outside a house 
occupied by ranch foreman 
C.L. Miller Jr., who fired a 
shotgun blast at 50 organizers 
Monday and wounded 10 of 
them. The union members 
ended the day engaged in a 
tense confrontation with law 
officers at Miller’s El Texano 
Ranch when field hands quit for 
the day. 
The angry crowd marched 
through this border city to a 
spot outside Miller's house and, 
with two carloads of deputies 
looking on, shouted “ Where’s 


your shotgun now,” and “Come 
on out, whitey.” 
Miller stayed inside his ranch 
house and, on the advice of his 
attorney, refused to discuss the 
Memorial Day shooting in­ 
cident. 
Ten UFW supporters filed 
aggravated 
assault 
charges 
against Miller for allegedly 
wounding them with shotgun 
pellets. He was free on bonds 
totalling $15,000. 
Miller said he fired the shots 
when 
the 
demonstrators 
trounced and tossed his melons 
and refused to leave his private 
field. 
“ They wouldn’t get back, so I 
got ‘em back,” Miller said 
after the shooting. 
“ They were on a road,” UFW 
attorney

said. “ It may have been a 
private road But in Texas, you 
can’t go around shooting people 
because they’re trespassing. 
He (Miller) just got out of his 
truck and started shooting.” 
Miller’s attorney, Hollis Ran­ 
kin Jr., convinced District 
Judge Magus Smith to issue a 
temporary restraining order 
Tuesday forbidding any tres­ 
passing, abusive language or 
other interference with the 
melon harvest at El Texano 
Ranch A similar order was 
issued earlier protecting har­ 
vesting at Griffin & Brand, 
another Valley farming opera­ 
tion. 


Attorney surrenders in 
assault on Bill Mauldin 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Attorney 
Thomas

Flanagan,

surrendered to police Tuesday 
and was charged with assault­ 
ing Pulitzer Prize-winning car­ 
toonist Bill Mauldin, who was 
attacked while photographing 
illegally parked cars at a party 
for Mayor Richard J. Daley’s 
son. 
Mauldin suffered a broken 
nose in the attack. 
Flanagan, apparently a for­ 
mer business associate of the 
mayor’s son, was charged with 
simple battery in connection 
with the assault. 
Flanagan’s lawyer, Sherman 
C. Magidson, promptly filed a 
counter-complaint and an ar­ 
rest warrant was issued charg­ 
ing 
Mauldin with 
battery. 
Police said it probably would 
be a couple of days before the 
warrant 
is 
processed. 
Magidson refused to elaborate 
on 
the 
complaint 
against 
Mauldin. 
Mauldin, 
contacted 
at 
a 
Chicago hotel where he lives, 
said, “ If papers are to be 
served, I await service. This 
whole thing is now in the hands 
of the law.” 
Mauldin was attacked on a 
street outside a cocktail party 
for John P. Daley and his 
fiancee, Mary Lou Briatta. The 
party was hosted by Flanagan’s 


local government officials they 
had nothing to worry about. 
While local residents may not 
welcome the refugees with 
open arms, many of the local 
officials who had been anxious 
apparently 
were 
convinced 
things might not be so bad after 
all. 
“The people around here 
were afraid that the Army was 
going to come here and dump 
15,000 refugees on our laps and 
say that’s that,” said David 
Heilman, mayor of a rural 
borough about seven miles 
from the post. 
“ But now we know that’s not 
going to happen.” 


The local officials wanted to 
know what skills the refugees 
have, if there are any drug 
pushers and addicts among 
them, and how long they will be 
here. 
Friedman said he could not 
answer those questions. 
In response to other ques­ 
tions, he repeatedly assured 
the officials the disruption to 
local 
lifestyles 
would 
be 
minimal, 
“ Our experience has been 
that the people who are coming 
are good people,” Friedman 
said. “ By far, they are decent, 
law abiding people who want 
nothing more than to settle in 


the United States and lead a 
peaceful life ” 
He said the refugees will be 
confined to certain areas of the 
fort and will not be permitted 
to roam freely in the rural 
communities surrounding the 
Gap. 
“The refugees will live in an 
island that is pretty much ruled 
by the Immigration and Natu­ 
ralization Service,” Cannon 
said 
Friedman and Cannon were 
not deluged with public offers 
of 
assistance 
from 
local 
government officials at the 
meeting. In fact, only one 
asked what he could do to help 


“ If you think that we are 
doing a proper thing-that will 
help more than anything else,” 
Friedman 
replied. 
“ The 
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morale of the people here will 
be boosted greatly if they know 
they have the support of the 
community ”

PEKING (UPI> — Any lingering question over 
which 
comes first 
with 
them, 
friendship or 
competition, has been settled already by the U.S 
track and field team—in a nice, friendly way. of 
course 
The Chinese set the theme for their goodwill series 
with the Americans before it even began in Canton 
two weeks ago 
No point scores would be kept, no flags displayed 
and no anthems played, the Chinese said 
Friendship first, competition second, they said then 
and have repeated over and over every day since 
The U.S. athletes accepted the slogan, and indeed, 
have made many friends among the Chinese, but one 
thing they wouldn’t accept was giving anything less 
than their best in competition with the Chinese 
“ It would be an insult to them.” said Bob 
Geigengack. coach of the U.S. team 
The Chinese accept that, too. and although it is 


difficult to believe, they are friendlier than ever with 
the U.S athletes despite the fact the Americans have 
walloped them consistently by winning 80 of 83 track 
and field events held so far. 
One more day of competition remains today, but the 
Americans wrapped up the third and final meet in the 
series Tuesday by capturing 16 of the 17 events held in 
Peking Worker’s Stadium 
The Chinese brought out their big boys, their No. 1 
nationalist team, but it didn't matter The result was 
the same as in the two previous meets held in Canton 
and Shanghai. 
Dick Buerkle of Rochester. N Y , led a parade of six 
Americans who scored their third consecutive victory 
of the series. Buerkle, a 27-year-old high school 
teacher with a Yul Brynner haircut who has been the 
most impressive performer in the meets so far, ran 
away from the field in taking the 10.000 meters 
Tuesday in 28 41 4. 
Other “ triple" winners are Fred Newhouse. Baton 
Rouge, La., Don Merrick, Deland. Fla ; Tommy 


Haynes, Nashville, Tenn.; Dick Drescher, Greenbelt, 
Md., and Francie Larrieu, Los Angeles. 
Newhouse sprinted home in front in the 400 meters 
Tuesday and was clocked in 45 9 seconds, Merrick 
made it three in a row with his 10.5 triumph in the 100 
meters, Haynes led the long jumpers with a leap of 25 
feet, 11 Mi inches, Drescher threw the discus 201 feet 11 
inches, and the Larrieu girl won the women’s 1,500 
meters in 4:11.5, only one-tenth of a second off her 
American record. 
The Chinese got on the board only once when Asian 
champion Kao Yu-Kuei scored in the women’s discus 
with a toss of 166 feet, 7 inches Chinese girls took the 
first four places in the event. 
Most of the U.S. athletes still feel the Chinese will 
eventually become a factor in world track and field 
competition, but that it will take some time.

Thorpe's gold medals 
important to Indians 


Lompoc Braves softball tentative starting line-

Grace 
Thorpe, whose father Jim is considered 
the greatest athlete of all times, 
believes the Indian people “ just don’t 
have enough to be proud of. ” 
1 That’s why she has become involved in 
a renewed effort to win back her late 
father’s status as an amateur athlete 
and restore his name in the Olympic 
record books. 
In 1912, Jim Thorpe won gold medals 
for the United States in both the 
Olympic 
decathlon and 
pentathlon. 
Thorpe, a young Sac and Fox Indian, 
placed first in eight of the 15 track and 
field events—considered the Olympics’ 
most grueling competition. 
But he lost his medals and official 
recognition of his achievements when it 
was learned he had played semi-pro 
baseball—receiving only expenses and 
spending 
money—in 
the 
summer 
between terms at Carlisle Indian School 
in Carlisle, Pa. 
“ In the summer everybody worked on 
farms,’’ 
Ms. 
Thorpe 
explained. 
“ Someone approached Dad and asked 
him if he wouldn’t rather play baseball. 
He said he’d rather pitch baseball than 
hay.” 
Although the decision to revoke his 
Olympic awards enraged many sports 
fans, Ms. Thorpe said her father never 
tried to win back his medals. He died in 


1953, still telling his children “ he didn't 
care,” she said. 
“ It’s like climbing a mountain,” Ms. 
Thorpe said. “ You do it; you know 
you’ve accomplished it. So they give you 
a medal at the top and then take it away 
half way down.” 
Ms. Thorpe is an Indian affairs aide to 
Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.D. Abourezk 
is pushing a Senate resolution originally 
introduced by Sen. Quentin Burdick, D- 
N.D., urging that Thorpe’s amateur 
athletic 
status 
prior 
to the 
1912 
Olympics be restored by the Internation­ 
al Olympic Committee. Thorpe later 
played pro baseball and football, but 
that is not part of the dispute. 
Today is Thorpe’s birthday. He would 
have been 87. But his daughter insists 
that putting her father's name back in 
the record books is not something that 
should be done in his memory or for his 
family. 
“ It isn’t important to me as a family 
member,” she said, “ But I think it is 
important to the Indian people. Our 
Indian people just don’t have enough 
people to look up to and he's one of the 
few that have really made it in 
contemporary society. 
“ I would be pleased if Dad’s records 
would go back on those books so 100 
years from now, kids will know that an 
Indian did those things."

CHICAGO (U PI) - Ezzard Charles’ 
dream came true. 
“To be the greatest, the best, that was 
my dream,” hesaiu. 
He worked to achieve his dream, to 
become a great boxer. “ When I was a 
kid, I went to the gym 365 days a year, 
even on Christmas. My grandmother 
thought I was crazy,” he said. 
The former world heavyweight boxing 
champion, a member of boxing’s Hall of 
Fame, died early today at age 54 in

He 
had 
been 
suffering since 1966 from amytrophic 
lateral sclerosis, the same disease 
which took the life of baseball's Lou 
Gehrig. 


Charles, rated as one of the best 
boxers ever in the heavyweight division, 
won 
recognition 
as 
champion 
by 
defeating Jersey Joe Walcott in June, 
1949, after Joe Louis had retired to leave 
the title vacant. Charles then lost the 
title to Walcott on a stunning seventh 
round knockout in July, 1951. 


His boxing career continued until 1954 
when he lost twice to the late Rocky 
Marciano, the first time over 15 rounds, 
the second on an eighth round knockout. 


He tried a comeback briefly in 1958 
but gave up after a few bouts and began 
working for the Illinois motor vehicle 
bureau. Later he worked for Mayor 
Richard J. Daley's Youth Foundation, 


even after he was confined to a wheel 
chair because of his disease. 


During his 122 fight career, in which 
he won 96 bouts, knocking out 58 
opponents, he defeated such fighters as 
Archie Moore, Gus Lesnevich and Joey 
Maxim. He began boxing professionally 
in 1940, winning his first 20 bouts as a 
middleweight. 


One of his victories ended in tragedy. 
In 1948, Sam Baroudi died after he was 
knocked out by Charles. Some boxing 
observers believed Charles was affected 
psychologically by the death and never 
reached the pinnacle of his ability. 
Charles declared Marciano was the 
tnu0hp<t m an he ever foueht. After one 


bout, he said i ’d hit him flush in the 
kisser, but Rocky kept coming. He 
caught me with a left hook on the 
Adam's 
apple and 
I had trouble 
breathing the rest of the fight. 
“ After I retired the first time, one of 
the things I tried to go into was singing. 
But I couldn't hit a high note. I 
discovered that Rocky's punch had 
dislocated a bone in my throat and to 
this day, 
I 
speak 
with 
a little 
hoarseness." 
In the later days of Charles’ illness, he 
was unable to speak or move although he 
took 
therapy 
regularly. 
He 
was 
hospitalized March 4,1974 in a veteran's 
rehabilitation center.

'Persistent' Mike Riordan 
A triumph of grit

LANDOVER, Md. - (NEA) 
— Forty-five minutes before

Riordan was on the court,

Riordan’s 
uncoiffed brown hair seemed 
like a softball without cover, 
unravelling at each toss.

His blue warmup 
pants were too short. And he 
runs with dainty-like tippy-toe

every 
weekend

spends some time jumping, 
sometimes spending $80 for the 
flights that take her 2,500 feet

I disagree though when he states that 
teachers put in only five hours a day

translates into a minimum work-day of 
seven hours and 15 minutes 
But to 
figure our work-day on an hourly basis is

time teaching than the person with an 8- 
5 job 
The article implied that teachers who 
are dissatisfied with their salary should 
seek a “ higher level of responsibility.”

I am writing to voice my displeasure 
with the efforts to increase the salaries 
of Lompoc teachers. And to point out 
some of the reasons. First off, I was 
educated in the pre-WW II era and I 
must say, “ Those were the good old 
days.” At least as far as education is 
concerned. In those days the teacher 
was a dedicated example for the class 
and a principal was a person who was 
accorded the utmost respect. 
If a 
student had to be put in his place in 
school it was grounds for a repeat 
performance when he got home. And if 
the principal was involved, it was Pop s 
belt and the wood shed for certain. 
My teachers were the first to arrive at 
school in the morning and the last to 
leave 
at 
night. 
They 
prepared, 
administered, and corrected every test 
and then saw to it that individual help 
was given wherever it was needed. 
(There were no student tutors) By gosh, 
when I compare then with now, it 
amazes me that our educational system 
has changed so dramatically (for the 
worse) in such a relatively short time. 
But there was something missing in 
those good old days. The mimeographed 
statements that I hear so often that I 
could throw up (1) “ Your son is not 
dumb, he just doesn’t apply himself.” 
(2) “ She doesn’t behave in class” and 
(3) If you would only help (teach) at 
home.” 
We have a student in grade school, one 
in junior high and one in high school and 
when I consider a composite of their 
educational achievements thus far 1 can 
only conclude that they will all be 
approximately 38Mi years old until they 
get a truely useful education.

argument

teachers point to is inflation; it is hitting 
them too And 1 can’t quarrel with that. 
None of us can escape this economic 
squeeze and this rationale should be on 
the list, but in last place rather than 
first place. A more realistic criteria for 
a pay raise (let’s put this one in first 
place) should be quality of education.

Post-Vietnam era 


When the U.S. government finally decided 
South Vietnam should either stand or fall on 
her 
own 
merits 
and 
determination at 
defending 
herself, 
many 
millions 
of 
Americans saw our pull-out as a humiliating 
defeat. . . as the final victory for a bunch of 
cowards here at home who refused to fight 
an “ immoral war” or who, having fought, 
couldn’t support a continuance. 
Others read our leaving that area as a 
move toward a new isolationism and as an 
abdication of our responsibilities to all other 
“free” nations of the world. Still others saw 
the move as the beginning of the end for 
American ideals and their value to others 
around the globe. 
Conversely, millions also breathed a sigh 
of relief that their government had finally 
gotten some sanity about them, and then 
went on about their business. 
At this point, in America, the biggest 
question seems to be: What happens next? 
Where do we draw the line as to who we 
protect or not protect? Where do our 
obligations lie relative to the international 
community after our withdrawal from South 
Vietnam and Cambodia? 
We feel our obligations remain exactly

what they were prior to the unification of 
Vietnam . . . to assist those countries who 
ask for it. Our qualifier would be that others 
also join the fight. . . that the United States 
not be left to carry the burden of a free world 
by herself. 
Our ideals for a world society aren’t 
unique internationally. Other nations want 
the same for human beings as do we, just as 
other nations want something else for human 
beings than do we. In fact, then, for the 
United States to continue as the sole 
standard bearer and too-often the fall guy for 
everyone else of like mind is ridiculous. 
Senator Mike Mansfield said it thusly: 
while the U.S. should reject any temptation 
to retreat into isolationism in the post- 
Vietnam era, future policy should be aimed 
at assuring world stability through the 
mutual efforts of nations rather than by 
American military strength alone. 
The U.S. can no longer do the job by 
herself, as Vietnam so clearly indicated to 
all who were watching. Whether or not we 
can assist world development along our 
guidelines, with other nations in accord, 
remains to be seen. But surely, of the two 
courses open to us, the second must be 
preferable.
